When asked what was the relation of 
the General Education Board and the 
Carnegie Foundation to secondary edu- 
‘cation to the south, Professor Stewart 
talked in a most interesting vein. 

“When the General Bducation Board 
| began their cooperative and constructive 
work they found in studying the system, 
that it would be impossible to pbulld 
up a good elementary system, or. per- 
fect the work of colleges without re- 
lated high schools. 

“They, therefore, offered to the state 
; universities of the gOuth, to cooperate 
'with them in establishing a chair of 
| secondary education. 
| “The Carnegie Foundation, along an- 
|other line, has raised the college cur- 
riculum in the establishment of the 
Carnegie [4-unit system, another force 
for the promotion of a system of sec- 
ondary education. 

“lhe immense amount of investiga- 
tion done by these two boards and their 
cooperation, makes the presence of their 
leaders a great inspiration to the lead- 
ers in the south of secondary education, 
and we are most fortunate in having 
Dr. Pritchett as our chairman.” 

Duties of Secondary Professors. 

When asked what the duties were of 
the professor of secondany education in 
our universities, Professor Stewart said: 

“They are to cooperate with state de- 
partments and colleges ang the high 
school in perfecting the system; in 
co-relating it with the i elementary 
schools and universities, 

‘So far as Georgia is concerned, the 
majority of- the states except Georgia 
and Mississippi give state aid to high 
schools. 

“Our constitution prohibite it, and our 
high echools are dependent on local sup- 
port. 

“It ie hoped that the legislature will 
amend the constitution, and that Geor- 
gia may yet be in the first ranks of tlle 
forces making for better secondary edu- 
cation.”’ 


Joyner Talks of Cenference, 

There is no more popular man in the 
conference for education in the south 
than Hon. J. Y. Joyner, state superin- 
tendent of education in North Carolina, 
who atrivegd yesterday morning and will 
preside over’ the first session of the 
conference this morning. 

North Carolina will have a larger del- 
egation this year than at any previous 
conference,” said Dr. Joyner, when asked 
about his party, “and |] believe that 
every state will send a delegation ex- 
pressing their interest in what the move- 
ment stands for. 

“Indeed, whenever I am asked what is 
the most significant work being done 
educationatly in the south my mind 
turns to the annual conference for edu- 
}cation in the south. 

“The benediction of these gatherings 
canmot be measured. There has come 
through them the correction of miscon- 
ceptions and misunde ndings, the 
clearer vision and stronwer grasp of so- 
cial racial, educational, industrial and 
economic problems; the recognition of 
these ag national, not sectionel, calling 
for sympathetic cooperation, instead of 
caid criticism.

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LOSS OF $300,000 
CAUSED GY FIRE 


Several Sections Roches- 
ter, N. Y., in Ruins. 


The Flames: Were Swept by a 
Great Gale and for Hours 
the Firemen Were Helpless. 
Hundred Families Homeless. 
Troops Guard District. 


Rochester, N. Y., April 13.—Swept 
along in the face of a 25-mile gale, fire 
today déstroyed several sections of the 
city and did damage estimated at $5600,- 
000. For a time it was thought that a 
great portion of the city would be swept, 
and aid was summoned from Buffalo 
and Syracuse. 

The out-of-town firemen, with appa- 
ratus, responded promptly, but before 
they reached the ecene the heroic work 
of the local department and of volun- 
teers had got the flames, under control. 
One hundred families tonight are home- 
less, and militiamen are in the affected 
zones, guarding what little the people 
saved of their household effects. 

Call for Relief. 

Mayor Edgerton has issued a call for 
relief funds for the families. Some of 
them are quartered in precinct houses 
and a large number are spending the 
night in a public school. ” 

A heavy rain set in at 6 o'clock to- 
night, and while it helped in extinguish- 
ing the smouldering fuins, it was 4 
hardship on the homeless, especfally 
those whose household effects are in 
the open. ‘Tihieving, which started early 
in the day, fas been stopped by the 
presence of the militia. 

Because of the numerous fires which 
Rochester hae had lately, the board of 
fire underwriters has increased rates 
here on all buildings except dwellings, 
25 cents on every hundred dollars. The 
increase went into effect at 6 o'clock 
today. 

The Palmer Duilding, a four-story 
brick structure, devoted to manufactur- 
ing interests, at Main and Gibbs streets, 
was the starting paint of the conflagra- 
tion, which spread over a wide area and 
then jumped nearly a mile and started 
a second series of fires of such propor- 
tions that aid was summoned from Buf- 
falo and Syracuse. By the time the out- 
of-town firemen arrived, however, the 
local firemen were masters within both 
fire areas.

TURKISH TROOPS. 
SE IN REVOLT 


Bloody Outbreak Because Con 
mittee of Progress Meddled 
With Army's Religion, 
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MANY. PERSONS KILLED 


DURING THE OUTBREAK 


Cabinet Forced to Resign and 
Ministers Wanted by the 


Troops Selected—Sultan Is- — 


sues an Irade Pardoning the | 
Troops Who Took Part in. 
the Mutiny. 
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Constantinople, April 138.—The troope ot 
the garrison made a vielent demonetra- 
tion today before the parliament build-, 
ing against the committee of union and 
progress and the government. They de- 
manded the dismissal of the grand, 
vizier, Hilmi Pasha, the minister of 
war, and the president of the chamber. 
The outbreak was caused by an onder 
issueq to the troops to*the effect that 
they must obey their officers under ell 
circumstances, even if called wpon to 
shoot down their coreligionists. 

Nearly All Troops Involved. 

The mutineers at the first move seized 
all the officers of the committe of union 
and progress and held them prisoners, 
Only a few of the troops refraimed from 
taking part in the demonstration. (The 
latter, which were chiefly artillerymen 
and cavalry, are massed at the war min- 
istry. They have orders to fire on any- 
one approaching, the building, and dur- 
ing the day a number of persons were 
kileg and wounded. Deputies were es- 
corted to the chamber in order that they 
might vote on the question of forming a 
new cabinet and appointing a new presi- 
dent, but, owing to the Easter holidays, 
it was impossible to form @ quorum. 
Deputy Emir Arsian wae killed on fils 
way to the house in mistake for Hus- 
sein Japid. Reporte of ‘the killed place 
the number as high as seventeen, and 
the Wounded at thirty ormore. There is 
a repo current also that the minister 
of jusice, Refik Pasha, has been mur- 
dered, that the minister of magine has 
been wounded and the minister of war 
taken prisoner. by the mutineers. This, 
however, has pot been confirmed. 

Cabinet Resigus. 

The eabinet met at the porte early 
this morning, and after a long consulta- 
tion, the ministers sent in their resigna- 
tions to the palace. A new ministry is 
being formed this evening. ‘The latest 
rumor is that Tewfik Pasha, who wae 
recently appointed ambassador to Great 
Britain, will be the new grand vizier, 
with Edhim Pasha, minister of war. 
Elhim Pasha was the Turkish com- 
mander in the Greek war. and as he 
proceeded from the Yildiz to Stamboul, 
he was greeted with cheers from the 
troops. 

The sultan’s principal secretary read 
to the chamber an irade announcing 
that his majesty had accepted the cabi- 
net’s resignation, and that a new minie- 
try was in process of formation. Meas- 
ures Tid been taken, the irade con- 
tinued, to preserve order throughout the 
country. It announced that the mutinous 
troops had been pardoned, and that they 
could return to their barracks and the 
people to theic occuvations. The irade 
was received with, enthusiastic cheers 
for the sultan.

The steady tendency since the civil 
war has been to exalt the federal gov- 
ernment at the expense of the state, 
Said the speaker, one principle being the 
neglect of economy and the embarka- 
tion of the government into extravagant 
enterprises. He instanced the action of 
the last congress in appropriating $2,000,- 
000 and the raising of salaries of of- 
ficials in the face of a growing short- 
age of revenues, and continued: 

“Now, instead of seeking methods of 
retrenchment to meet a present con- 
fessed deficit of more than $/00,000,- 
000, the president and congress are de- 
vising additional taxes to exact from 
the diminished means of the people and

He was a graduate of 
that institution of learning, having received 
his diploma with the class of 1857. Among 
his associates in the student body of that day 
were men of wide note and large influence

in various parts gf the world. Among these 
were the lamented Haygood, Young J. Allen, 
J. W. Heidt, who have passed away, and 
| others who yet remain among us. Brother 
' Pattillo’s interest in these companions of his 
‘south was, always deep and sincere, and none 
the less did he ever show an abiding concern 
for the alma mater which had nourished them 
into intellectual life. He waa elected a trus- 
tee of Emory college in the year 1891 and to 
the time of his death was one of the most 
efficient and faithful of that body of men 
having oversight of the school. In 1890, 
when the school was in great need of an in- 
creased endowment, he himself gave $25,000 
to the fund of $100,000 which was being 
raised under the leadership of Bishop Warren 
A. Candler, at that time president of the In- 
stitution. It is not too much to say that the 
inspiration of his example 80 stirred the heart 
ef the church as to make possible the larger 
work of the college during the past fifteen 
years. Flis service to the church as an 
itinerant Methodist minister’ in the earlier 
days of his life, and as a local preacher and 
official member for the latter part of it, are 
worthy of commendation and respect; but 
unquestionably his greatest contribution to 
his day afid generation, apart from the gift 
of his consecrated life, lay in the work he has 
done in relation to the college he loved 80 
well. His presence will be missd from 
eur councils: his vacant place can never be 
fully occupied by another, and whatever may 
be done by others in the future for the per- 
petuation and enlarpgement of the educational 
trust reposed tn us, none can take from him 
the unique plece he must hold in the regard 
ef those who care for the higher“welfare of 
the church and state. He was one of the 
leaders in the idea of better equipment for 
the higher institutions of learning of our 
state. In the light of these things we wish 
to record our dGeep sense of sorrow ft his 
passing away. Therefore be it resolved: 

1. That we hereby express our deep grief 
in the death of William P. Pattillo, one of 
the trustees of Emory college. We feel as- 
sured that his Ife of fruitfulnese has not 
to the ground; that he has entered 
upon the reward of his long years of simple 
consecrated Christian faith; none the less we 
mourn our own losg in his departure from ue. 

2. That a copy of these resolutions be 
furtiished to the family of our deceased 
brother and to the papers of our city for 

publication. 

3. That a committee of three be hereby ap- 
pointed to prepare a suitable memorial for 
insertion in the regular minutes of our board.

Senate Democrats Sore. ; 

To say that the gemocratse are sore is 
expressing it mildly. They feel out- 
raged and indignant. They have been 
relegated to the position of chil- 
dren at the table. The republican lead- 
ers evidently expect them to be;seen, but 
not heard. What they will decide to 
do tomorrow is purely conjectural. No- 
body yet seems to know or to feel av- 
thorized to speak for the minority. 

When the high-handed methods of Mr. 
Aldrich were first made known to the 
senate democrats Senator Bacon intro- 
duced a resolution protesting against 
the outrageous and humiliating treat- 
ment to which the minority had been 
subjected. 

Senator Bailey, Senator Rayner and 
One or two other democrats vigorously 
supported the resolution, but it was not 
insisted upon. Senator Aldrich very 
adroithy called the tempest and reported 
a bill which the democratic members 
of the fimance committtee had never 
‘heamd read or discussed. 

No Democratic Organization. 

There ie no democratic organization in 
the eenate as there is in the house, but

Georgia needs new great paved trunk lines rather than spurs and side- 
ways.

A county upon one“of these trunk highways will profit vastly more than 
one which is sidetracked by the construction of its roads solely with a view 
to internal improvement. 

Every progressive county in thé state should get busy upon this propo- 
sition. They should hold conferences with neighboring counties and arrange 
without delay to build connecting road systems. 

It will mean much to the state, but it will mean vastly more to those 
counties which build their roads upon this definite, systematic and far-reach- 
ing plan.

Stephens’ Anti-War Address. 
Editor Constitution: In his “War Be- 
tween the Statés,” volume !, page 23, 
Alexander H. Stephens declaree that 
the speech he is represented to have 
made before the Georgia convantion in 
January, #861, quoted in “Lossing’s 
Civil War in America,’ and also in 
“The Great Rebellion,” by Botts, he 
never made before that body or any- 
where else. This is the speech that 
closes with the words, “Height of mad- 
ness, folly and wickedness, that can 
neither get my sanction nor my vote.” 
In my sermon last Sunday night I 
‘quoted that speech as reported in an 
old newspaper published during the 
war. I do not know the ‘name of the 
paper, for just the column and a half 
of space containing the speech was all 
I had. That. was sent me by Mr. W. 
H. Tift, of Tifton, Ga, and after copy- 
ing the same I returned. it to him. 

The great speech of Mr. Stephens 
against secession was made before 
the legislature November 14, 1860. 
This address before the legisia- 
ture, found in a volume comprising 
the most important speeches, proclama- 
tions and public acts emanating from 
'the- south during the late war, would 
have served my ‘purpose just as well 
as the one he declares he did not make, 
from which I did quote. ‘ 

It was in his great addrese# before the 
Georgia house of representatives that 
he said soon after the opening of his 
remarks: 

“The first question that presents L- 
self is, shall the people of the south 
secede from the umon in consequence 
of the election of Mr. Lincoln to the 
presidency of the United States? My 
countrymen, I tell you frankly, candid- 
ly and earnestly that I do not think 
that they ougnht.. 

“To make a point of resistance to the 
government, to withdraw from it be- 
cause a man has been constitutionally 
elected puts us in the wrong. We are 
pledged to maintain the constitution. 
Many of us have swprn to support it.

a point of registance to the govern- 
ment - without becoming breakers of 
that sacred instrument ourselves?

While it is not my punpose to: attack 
either of these gentlemen in the meas- 
ures they advocate, I do, however, wish 
to discuss the questions from another 
viewpoint, that we may get down to 
some rock bottom facts in regard to the 
problems facing the cotton planters of 
the south. 

As to Mr. Sully’s plan of a string of 
bonded warehouses, with ample money 
to lend the farmer until the mils re- 
quire cotton to keep in operation, it 
looks good. There are some good fea- 
tures in what he advocates, and prob- 
ably much benefit would be accomplish- 
ed oy it, provided the distress cotton 
could be taken care of. His plan is 
worth careful consideration, despite 
some premature criticisms, 

Mr. Hunnicutt is building on the rock 
foundation. There will never be much 
more prosperity for the cotton planter, 
whose prosperity or the reverse affects 
the entire south, until we return to the 
production of feed crops of every de- 
scription. The cotton grower may store 
wis cotton and borrow money on it, and 
finally obtain a price of 15 to 20 cents, 
but by the time storage, interest, shrink- 
age in weight are figured; and mules, 
corn, meat and everything else with 
which to make the crop are bought, the 
south will still be poor. The cotton plant- 
ers have been led astray by the alluring 
temptation held out by the so-called 
cotton growers’ protective organizations 
to hold cotton. They have been preach- 
ed to to hold gotton,’ “because we possess 
@ monopoly ;’ ry theta ry was of necessity 
compelled to have it at almost any 
price we demanded. But calmly look at 
the situation today. With two iblg crops, 
& surplus on nd, the last crop 
hardly brought enough to pay expenses. 
The consequences are that our country 
banks are without money, the farmer is 
without food for man or beast and the 
times are gloomy indeed. 

We all want high-priced cotton, but 
the south would be more prosperous in 
the long run with 10-cént co » until 
the planters can raise enough stock and 
food crops to be independent of the west 
for their supply. ‘ 

The raising of our great staple, cotton, 
is very fascinating, I admit—as much so 
as games of cards are to some people... 

ur negro labor prefers to work cott 

ur system of/ farming is the growing 
of cotton and not feed crops. Wedded, 
as we are to cotton growing, and with 
all the environments of which Ij speak, 
jet alone the alluring injunctidn con- 
fronting us in the association papers, 
and at every crossroads “‘to store cotton 
and hold, it’s sure to bring 15 cents,’’ 
we have got into a rut and it’s difficult 
to get out of it. 

It will require all the good work and 
nerve of our newspapers, the agricultu- 
ral press and our best thinking men on 
the stump to get our people to, raise 
stock and food crops. and be in the 
position of the western farmers today— 
independent of banks, trusts and Wall 
street. True, a small beginning has 
already been made in this direction; 
some more grain was planted last fall 
than l; some more corn will be 
planted this spring, bu¢ not half enough 
to do. 

Have you ever thought how long it 
+would take the cotton planter “to get 
on his feet,” so to speak, in the mat- 
ter of supplies? In a year he can raise 
his grain and pork; in three years his 
mules, horses and steers. Ali this can 
ibe done and the cotton crop not re- 
duced one bale. Ten-cent cotton will 
not appear so low a price when the 
crib, the barn and the meat houge are 
full of home-raised products; and the 
pastures and lots stocked with young 
mules and horses ready for the halter. 

We have got to come to it, of we 
will forever be slaves to the manufac- 
turefs, trusts and ee of other sec- 
tions of the country. ice T. DENNIS.

DeKalb Likewise Gets 
Addition of Fifteen 
White Men. 


Thirty white conyicts who are able to 
do manual ltabor were brought from 
the state farm in Baldwin county yes- 
terday and divided equally between Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties. 

This gives Fulton a gang of about 
eighty and DeKalb about forty white 
convicts on. their public roads, in addi- 
tion to the negro gangs which they se- 
cured in the genera! distribution. 

It is stated that both these counties 
are delighted with the opportunity to 
secure these extra road-working gangs, 
and have made all necessary provisions 
for maintaining and working the white 
men separately from the negroes.

CATTLE BUSINESS 
IN SOUTH GEORGIA 


Yields Greater Profits 
Than Does Farming. 


Many South Georgia Farmers 

Allow Cattle to Range the 
Whole Year—Lenox a Pros- 
perous Town of Berrien. 


By Eugene Ray. 

Lenox, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—If I 
Was a farmer I would not farm, but 
would come to south Georgia, buy me 
a farm and engage in the cattle a 
iness, and farm a little as a pastime 
and for the sake of my cattle. 

I had rather have a cattle ranch in 


south Georgia than have one in the 
pan - -handle of thée“west. 


These south Georgia people raise a 


few cows which, as a rule, run on the 
range from January to January, where 
they “root, hog, ordie.” Here, instead 
, Of freezing to death in the winter, cat- 
tle live on the range. It is a noor liv- 
j ing, yet they do not die. With a little 
| feeding during the winter and a little 
more just before they are sent to the 
beef market, they would be valuable 
property. 
Cattlemen - Making Money. 


There are several farmers down here 
who treat their cattle that Way, and 
they make money in the business. H. 
C. Baker, a wealthy farmer of Berrien 
county, residing between Lenox and Al- 
Jlapaha, towns about a dozen miles 
apart, makes about a hundred bales of 
cotton every year on about a hundred 
acres of land, and makes the grain 
crops in abumdance. He raises for the 
market about seventy-five hogs. which 
are fattened jin the pea and peanut 
fields. Mr. Baker has about three hun- 
dred head of cattle. He fattens and 
selis, every year now, from twenty-five 
to fifty of his cows 

J. R. Robinson, a leading merchant 
of Lenox, told me that he made. two 
years In succession, 800 bushels of 
sweet potatoes on one acre. That is 
unusual, but Mr. Robinson has this 
year seven acres in sweet potatoes, 
and he proposes to make 800 bushels on 
the patch. Potatoes are pretty good 
feed for both hogs and cows. especially 
the latter, when they are “rooting, hog. 
or die’’ on the range tn the winter. Mr. 
Robinson made some more cow and hog 
feed; on sixteen acres he made’ 320 
bushels of corn and 500 bushels of peas. 

Yet, around Lenox and Allavaha, it fs 
said that-not 10 per cent of the land 
is-in cultivation. 

Lenox Prospering. 


Lenox is in Berrien county. about {8 
miles south of Tifton. It [{s on the 
Georgia Southern and Florida rallroad. 
A traveler wonders where it gets its 
support, there are so few farms in 
sight. Yet. It is prospering, two new 
enterprises of importance having been 
launched here the last six months—the 
Farmers’ Hardware Company and the 
Farmers’ Supply Company. both run- 
ning on home capital. As their names 
indicate, they both expect to do bus- 
iness with the farmer. J. T. Daughtry. 
a prominent local capitalist, Is pres!- 
dent of both concerns. J. D. Robinson. 
cashier of the Lenox bank. is vice prés- 
ident of the Farmers’ Hardware Com- 
pany, and C. B. Daughtry is the man- 
ager of the company. “The Farmers’ 
Supply Company has the same officers 
except J. B. Sirmans is the manager. 

lL. O. Benton, the Monticello capital- 
ist, is president of the Lenox bank. J. 
D. Rabinson, the cashier, is a native 
of the county. and knows everybodv. 
and is doing a good work in his town 
and section. :

cll committee on police affairs yesterday 


jafternoon made double-barrel reports on

E. White, pastor of the Second Baptist 
church, to come to his pool room and 
see how it was run. Dr. White smiled 
and dechined the invitation. 

The committee first. took up an or- 
dinance allowing the pool rooms to 
keep*open until midnight instead of Hi 
o’cleck. Dr. White was the first speak- 
er, and he said that he represented the 
people whose heart interests were at 
stake. “ 

Preachers Were Criticized. 

“We preachers are sometimes cJti- 

cised,’”” said Dr. White, “because We 


Imake such appeals as this. We do not 
) Speak for ourselves, 


but for the fathers 
and mothers who are injured in their 
hearts and lives. They appeal to us to 
help them and help to save their bovs. 
The pool room business is under the 
ban of the law. It is under suspicion, 
and we ask that since such is the case 
that you take cognizance of that suspi- 
cion and only give these pool room men 
reasonable hours.” : 

He said that pool rooms were not 
ular unless drinks were served, 
that this would tempt the pool room men 
to violate the prohibition law. To give 
pool: rooms any more license, he said, 
would ‘be a step.in the wrong direction: 
He said it was a critical time in ‘At- 
lanta’s history, .and the liquor men were 
trying ‘to either make or prove that 
FC de was. a lawless city.

C. A. Morris, a pool room proprietor, 
made a brief statement, in which he 
said that the business as conducted by 
poo! room men was misunderstood; that

‘“l am sure that: Dr.. White does: not 
understand the business,’’ said Mr. Mor- 
ris, “and I ask him to visit my place 
and see for himself how the place is 
conducted. We pool room men do not 
want to encourage drink.: | am some 
what of a prohibitionist .myself.’’ 

Dr.’ White did not accept the invita- 
tion. He only smiled and shook his 
head.

None of the other ministers present 
desired to mee talks, and the rest of 
the pool room men remained silent.

An ordinance calling for the revoca- 
tion of near beer licenses when there 
was a conviction ew recorder’s court 
was reported favordbly by a unanimous 
vote. Acting under the advice of the 
city attorney, the committee placed in 
the ordinance a provision which will 
allow a person whose license was to be 
revoked to have a hearing before the 
committee. 

An ordinance was taken up which re- 
quired that dealers in beverages con- 
taining alcohol place on labels the per- 
centage of alcohol, the name of the bev- 
erage and the name of the manufac- 
turer» It also provided that signs with 
letters not smaver than an inch in 
length be tacked up in saloons .and 
called’*for the appointment of a “bever- 
age inspector,’’ to. be named,from the 
police force.

Found Guilty of Murder| 
of Fitzgerald. 


Little Wife of Prisoner Breaks 
Down Upon Hearing Ver- 
dict—Motion Will Be Made 
for a New Trial. 


Jackson, Miss., April 13.—William A. 
Sorsby, who killed Postoffice Inspector 
Charlies Fitzgerald, mnrust serve a life 
sentence in the penitentiary. 

This is the verdict returned by the 
jury today. The deliberations of the 
jury were brief, it requiring but a 
short time to reach a verdict after the 
twelve men commenced their considera- 
tion of the case. 

The scene in the court room when the 
jury returned its finding was without 
sensational incident. Relatives of the 
prisoner reached the court room shom- 
ly before Judge Potter convened the 
session and awaited with much anxiety 
for the opening of court. 

The session had been under way but 
a few moments when a bailiff entered 
and announced that the jury desired to 
make a report. 

The document was handed to the 
clerk-and on the back was written: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty and fix his punishment at life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary.’ 

Little Wife in Tears. 

Mrs. Sorsby, the faithful little wife of 
the defendant, on hearing the verdict, 
troke down and cried bitterly, Sors- 
by never changed countenance, his face 
wearing the same fixed star that it has 
had since the beginning of the trial. 

Immediately afterward, Sorsby left 
the court room to have an interview 
with relatives. Counsel] for the defend- 
ant announced that they would like to 
file a motion for a new trial, which is 
preliminary to taking an appeal to the 
supreme court. 

Only one ballot was taken by the jury 
last night and that was taken soiely 
for the purpose of testing sentiment. 
Not more than five minutes were con- 
sumed with the deliberations at that 
time. It was stated that on the first 
ballot the jury voted two for acquittal,

New York, April.j3.—There was a wa- 
vering tendency in the stock market to- 
day which changed its recent semblance 
of stability. ‘I'he resumption of activi- 
ties abroad, after the Baster holiday in- 
terval, was partly responsible for this, 
the selling of stocks here for foreign ac- 


% | count arguing some distrust of this mar- 


ket’s rate of advance. An element in 
the home speculation that feels the same 
distrust, is not lacking, and its activi- 
ties were joined to the depressing influ- 
ence from abroad to affect the market. 
This element urges the lack of news 
bearing on events to account for the ris- 
ing tendency of prices, and points out 
features in the trade and crop situation 
that are claimed as making for decline 
rather than advance. The plethoric con- 
dition of the money market is alleged 
to be solely responsible for the freedom 
with which speculative purchases of 
stocks are made, and it is pointed out 
that the speculative activity is common 
to stocks, wheat and cotton ,although 
causes which raise the price of those 
articles might be negarded as making 
against values of railroad stocks. Sole 
reliance On cheap money to lift the 


inflation of values. The other party to 
the speculation urges that cheap money 
is an inevitable after-effect of the finan- 
cial crisis of 1907, which is as certain 
to stimulate renewed employment of 
eapital in business as are thé cuts in 
prices of material to invite renewal of 
consumptive demand. While the low 
money rates are accepted, therefore, as 
a result of present stagnation of mer- 
cantile demand, the condition there is 
claimed as promising betterment, and, 
therefore, calling for speculative antici- 
pation. Foreign markets were reported 
to be disquieted, to some extent, by dis- 
turbances in Constantinople, and traders 
in the hold market sold stocks in the 
late dealings on the assumption that 
there may be further uneasiness from 
abroad on that account in future. A 
feature of the situation is the renewed 
activity in the bond market, which is 4 
refiection also of the abundant state of 
the money market. It is noted that the 
sales of municipal bonds affected dur- 
ing March were larger for that class 
than for any other month of record. 
This evidence of the abundance of capi- 
tal, and the cheapness at which it can 
be had, are calculated to incite a re- 
vival of enterprise, and are claimed by 
the advocates of higher prices as a sub- 
stantial factor in favor of that course. 
Some of the operations for lower prices 
today came from speculators who hed 
sold their holdings yesterday to meet 
the new demand from outside sources, 
and having realized their profits in that 
way, hoped to see lower prices at whith 
to rebuy. The market was not lacking 
in point of strength, and at times dur- 
fing the day the show of firmness ex- 
tended generally through the list. A 
conspicuous feature was Denver and Rlo 
Grande, regarding which rumors cir- 
culated of an active interest by E. H. 
Harriman in its affairs. The Gould 
group, as a whole, had some benefit by 
symp y from this movement. On the 
other hand, some other stocks which 
have been foremost In the recent rise, 
were pressed for sale to take profits, 
and this radiated a depressing influence 
through the list.

WHEAT JUMPED AGAIN, 
LOST SOME LATER ON 


Closed Three-Quarters to Sev- 
en-Eighths Lower to One

Chicago, April 13.—Wheat prices again 
rose. today to new high record merks 
for all deliveries, July advancing to 
$1.17%, and September to $1.09% per 
bushel. At the same time, the May 
option sokd at $1.28. The market 
slumped sharply on realizing sales, but 
Trewained part of the loss. 
prices were %@%c lower to |1%c higher 
compared with final quotations of the 
previous day. Corn and oats closed 
easy and provisions steady. 

Sensational advances in the price of 
wheat at the principal in centers of 
Europe, particularly at Liverpool, where 
gains of 34d to 3%d sfnce last Thursday 
were recorded, caused the market here 
to open excited and strong, with all 
deliveries selling at record-breaking 
prices for the season. The initial ad- 
vances ranged from \4@%c to |!%c, the 
latter being on the May option, which 
opened at $1.27 to $1.28. First trades 
in July were made at $1.16% to $1.16%, 
and in September at $!.08% to $! .09%. 
Demang for July was enormous, and 
that delivery quickly shot up to $!.17%. 
September rose to $!.09%. The strength 
of the May delivery was said to have 
been due to the closing out of trades 
for the account of Ennis & Stoppani, 
the New York concern which went into 
the hands of a receiver today. Towards 
the end of the first hour the market 
broke sharply on general selling, in- 
spired by enormous sales by a leading 
commission house. The decline brought 
out liberal stop loss orders, which ac- 
celerated the downward tendency of 
prices. Before the decline could be 
pre July had dropped to $1.15% and 

September to $1.06%. For a time the 
market was inclined to the heavy, be- 
cause of free realizing sales, but gradu- 
ally because buoyant again, owing to 
a bullish character of news of the 
ay. 

One of the strenigthening influences 
was a decrease of more than 5,000,000 
bushels in the world’s visible supply. 
A further advance in the price of the 
cash grain here also gave encourage- 
ment to the bulls. The top price for 
No. 2 red west was quoted here to- 
day at $1.40 per bushel.
